S.O. 338CE).—Whereas the organisation 

known as ‘Dal Khalsa’— 


(i) which had declared as its main objective 
the establishment of a complete autono¬ 
mous ‘Khalsa State’ has, in pursuance of 
its objective, been preaching secession 
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and disruption ot me territorial integrity 
of India through its activities ; 

(ii) whose oflice-bearers and activists have 
extended support to the creation of 
‘Khalistan’, a separate State, by raising 
pro-Khalistan slogans and through such 
activities as burning the Indian national 
flag and participating in gatherings and 
demonstrations to promote the cause of 
a separate State of khalistan ; 

And Whereas the Central Government is of the 
opinion that for the reasons aforesaid, the 'Dal 
Khalsa’ is an unlawful association : 

And Whereas the Central Govermnent is further 
of the opinion that because of the raising of pro- 
Khalistan slogans and other activities of the oflice- 
bearers and activists of the ‘Dal Khalsa’, it is neces¬ 
sary to declare the ‘Dal Khalsa’ to be unlawful with 
immediate effect ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlaw¬ 
ful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), 
the Central Government hereby declares the ‘Dal 
Khalsa’ to be an unlawful association, and directs, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso 
to sub-section (3) of that section, that this notifica¬ 
tion shall, subject to anv order that may be made 
under section 4 of the said Act, have effect from 
the date of its publication in the official Gazette.
